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university building program, 1965 ~66 


During the current fiscal year, ie. April Ist, 1965 to March 31st, 
1966, a total capital expenditure of $9, 450, 000 has been budgeted 


for expansion on the Edmonton campus. This figure reresents 
$7, 450, 000 allotted for buildings and sundry, and $2, 000, 000 for 
equipment andfurnishings, It does not necessarily include the total 
cost of buildings under construction, but the amount to be spent on 
the buildings and furnishings during the fiscal year. These buil- 
dings are: 


First Stage, Engineering Complex 

The first building of the new Engineering Complex will house the 
Department of Mining and Metallurgy and the Department of Che- 
mical and Petroleum Engineering. It will be located on the north- 
west corner of the campus west of Assiniboia Hall, Construction 
will not begin until late in the fiscal year but $400,000 of the total 
cost of $3, 200, 000 will be spent. Drawings of the building have 
yet to be approved by the Board of Governors. 


Students’ Union Building 

Construction will start in November on the new Students! Union Buil- 
ding to be located west of the Administration Building on 89th Ave, 
The University will contribute $1, 500, 000 of the total cost of over 
$4,000,000 toward the bookstore, Cafeteria, Students’ Counselling 
Office, Alumni Office, and National Employment Service Office. 
Some $200,000 of the University's allotment willbe spent this year.

Henry Marshall Tory Building 

$3, 000, 000 of the estimated $5, 900,000 cost for the new Social 
Sciences building will be spent during the next year. The building, 
scheduled to open by the fall of 1966, willbe located on the corner 
of Saskatchewan Drive and 112th Street. 


Clinical Teaching Building 
A $100, 000 start will be made on the Clinical Teaching Building for 
the Faculty of Medicine. The building, which will cost $3, 500, 000, 


will be located east of the Colonel Mewburn Pavilion on the corner 
of 112th Street and 87th Avenue. 


Radiation Research Laboratory 


Already under construction east of the Chemistry Building and 
scheduled for completion this year is a $240,000 underground Ra- 
diation Research Laboratory. 


Vivarium 


A new Vivarium will be built on the Ellerslie Farm, 9 miles south 
of the campus. The building, budgeted at $182, 000 will be com- 
pleted this year. 


University Farm Buildings 
A Swine Barn, Environmental Control Laboratory, and Brooding- 


Rearing Poultry Building will be built on the University Farm at 
an estimated cost of $110, 000. 


Grandstand 

The University hopes to begin construction on spectator accommo- 
dation this year, west of the gridiron. The University will contri- 
bute $50,000 toward the project. The students will pay for the ba- 
lance, 


Printing Building 
A new Print Shop at a site yet to be decided will be built at a cost 
of $150, 000. 


Central Cooling Plant 
A $1,500,000 Central Cooling Plant will be built underground on 


the riverbank. It will serve to air condition all the new campus 
buildings. 


Miscellaneous 

The balance of the capital expenditure budget will be spent on par- 
king lots, paving, fencing of the University's river valley property, 
and equipment and furnishings.

royal society of canada 


DR. ERIC J. HANSON, Associate Dean of 
Graduate Studies and Professor of Econo- 
mics, has beenelected to Fellowship in the 
Royal Society of Canada. He is one of six 
in Canadaelected this year to the Humani- 
ties and Social Sciences Division and is the 
only Fellow inthis category at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta. Fellows of the Royal So- 
ciety of Canada are considered the leading 
humanists, social scientists, and basic 
scientists in Canada. 


Dr. Hanson has taught at the University of 
Alberta for the past 19 years and is well 
known in Alberta as an author of anumber 
of books and articles on public finance and 
the petroleum industry. 


Born in Sweden, Dr. 
Hanson came to Ca- 
nada at an early age 
and graduated from 
Queens, the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, and 
Clark University. He 
began lecturing in 
Economics at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta in 

- 1946 and becamea 
E.J. HANSON | full professor and 
Head of the Department of Political Econo- 
myin 1957. He was the NATO Visiting Pro- 
fessor for Canadain Norway in 1962. Last 
year he was made Associate Dean of the Fa- 
culty of Graduate Studies. 


Among the books he has had published are 
'LocalGovernment in Alberta' (1946), 'Dy- 
namic Decade' - The Evolution and Effects 
of the Oil Industry in Alberta (1958), and 
most recently, 'The Public Finance As- 
pects of Health Services in Canada! (April, 
1965). He has also published numerous ar- 
ticles and submitted various reports to Ro- 
yal Commissions on Provincial-Municipal 
Taxation, Alberta, on Agriculture and Rural 
Life, on Education and on Taxation. He 
has prepared 'A Study of Salaries of Tea- 
chers in Alberta,' 'Downtown Redevelop- 
ment Proposals in the City of Calgary,' a 
research monograph on 'Financing Educa- 
tion in Alberta,' and most recently, the 
"Special Gas Study' for the City of Edmon- 
ton. Heis currently working on aresearch 
project concerning ''The Growth of the Pub- 
lic Sector in Canada, With Emphasis Upon 
Provincial- Municipal Expenditures!"

entomology 


A grant totalling $36,200 has been awarded 
to DR. G.E. BALL, Associate Professor 
of Entomology, by the National Science 
Foundation in Washington, D, C. The grant 
will support inpart, over a four-year per- 
iod, research work which Dr. Ball is car- 
rying out entitled ''The Taxonomy and Zoo- 
geography of the Ground Beetles of Mexi- 
co!' The major portion of his work in 
Mexico will be done on Sabbatical Leave. 


Dr. Ball's work in this field will result in 
a number of publications which will pro- 
vide the most authoritative and up-to-date 
information in the world about the insects 
concerned. His work concerns the taxo- 
nomy, or classification of ground beetles. 
He has already done extensive work in the 
classification and description of this type 
of insect from Alaska, through the Wes- 
tern part of Canada and into the United 
States. The extension of his work into 
Mexico will enable him to collect, describe, 
and classity the many types of ground beet- 
les found in the highly variable climatic re- 
gions of Mexico.

household economics 


Beginning in September, 1965, the School 
of Household Economics will offer three 
new three-year programs leading to the 
degree of B.Sc. (H.Ec.). 


One of these is a specialized program in 
Clothing and Textiles, which is made up of 
courses in Art, Clothing and Textiles, His - 
tory, and a number of Arts courses which 
the student may select herself to suit her 
particular interest. 


Another program is a specialized one in 
Foods and Nutrition, Diet Therapy, plus a 
choice of some courses ineither food ser- 
vice management or advanced science. 


The third program is a general one which 
contains beginning courses in Clothing, 
Textiles, Food, Nutrition, Applied Art, 
Home Management and Family Science, as 
wellas numerous Arts and Science courses 
which the student may choose herself, 


Formerly, all students followed a common 
program of study during the first two years 
and in the thirdyear, specialized in either 
foods or clothing.

engineering 


The Faculty of Engineering has revised its 
first and second year curricula. 


Changes in the first-year program will be- 
come effective in September, 1965. The 
new program retains the basic core of Ma- 
thematics, Physics, Mechanics, and Chem- 
istry, but the total time in formal lectures 
and laboratories is reduced to make it com- 
parable to the instructional times currently 
in force in the Faculties of Arts and Science. 
Surveying, traditionally taken by all engin- 
eering students, is eliminated in the first 
year, and will be taken in the future only 
by students entering Civil Engineering. 


The new programs commence specializa- 
tion at the beginning of the second term of 
the second year rather than at the beginning 
of the thirdyear as at present. This change 
reduces the number of technical courses 
required of all engineering students and 
permits the student to elect from a group 
of courses, at least one of which may be in 
a non-technical area.
